Washington, Aug. 26.-The com- 


mittee of 100 representing the 
railroad shopmen, informed Direc- 
tor General Hines today that they 
could not accept as a basis of set- 
tlement of their demands the rates 
submitted to them yesterday by 
President Wilson. 


Results of the negotiations here 


were communicated to the union 
locals throughout the country with 
instructions that a strike-vote 
should be taken immediately to de- 
termine whether the president's 
proposals should be accepted. 


The committee of 100 represent- 


ing the shopmen was in session all 
morning behind closed doors con- 
sidering the decision of President 
Wilson and Mr. Hines on their 
wage demands. 


Director General Hines today re- 


quested the board of railway 
wages and working conditions to 
take up promptly any claims that 
have been made or may be mads 
by railroad employes for readjust- 
ments that "ought to be made in 
order to make sure that equal 
treatment is done on the basis of 
the general principles of wage ad- 
justments which the railroad a^ 
ministration has already estab- 
lished" 


In his letter to the board, Mr. 


Hines said it had been the "con- 
stant endeavor since the first wage 
adjustments were made by the 
railroad administration to deal 
fairly and impartially with all 
classes of railroad employes.

companies, the federal trade commis- 
sion in a special report to President 
Wilson recommends that operation of 
refrigerator cars and of cars used for 
transportation of meat animals be de- 
clared a government monopoly. . 


It recommends further that the pro 


perty concerned, including icing sta- 
tions and other facilities as well as the 
cars be acquired by the government 
and railroads thereafter be licensed to 
own and operate them. The big pack- 
ers, the report says, now own 90 per 
cent of all the refrigerator equipment 
in the country suitable for the trans- 
port of fresh meat. 


"The present country-wide s>stem of 


distribution by the five big packers has 
grown up from their control of refrig- 
erator car lines in conjection with va- 
rious pools," the report says in part. 


"In turn the volume of traffic of the 


five packers have enabled them to se- 
cure from the railroad advantages over 
competing shippers.

COLD MEDAL 


London, July 23.—<Hy Mail.)—A large 


quantity of American motor vehicles, 
possibly 5,000, may be admitted into 
Great Britain In the next few months, 
says the American Chamber of Com- 
merce in London. This will include 
passenger cars, commercial cars, and 
motorcycles. 
Up to the present time ,importers 


have been rationed on the basis of 50 
percent of their 1913 imports, in pro- 
portionate monthly quantities up to Sep- 
tember 1, 191!), at which time the Brit- 
ish government's "transitional policy" 
ls\o be reconsidered. Those importers 
who established their businesses later 
than 1913 have not been getting any- 
thing at all. 
The board of Trade recently requested 


the American Chamber of Commerce in 
London to suggest a scheme 
which 


would give equitable consideration to 
all importers from America, old and 
new.The chamber has suggested as a basis 
of distribution, the yearly average of 
imports obtained by adding the totals 
for 1912-1913-1914-1915, and dividing by 
four. This scheme gives preference to 
those importers 
whose organizations 


have been in existence for a long time, 
but also takes into account importew 
who started in 1914 and 1915. 
The plan has been ratified unanimous- 


ly by the importers and the board of 
trade is now circularizing the entire 
trade for their returns on this basis. 


This is declared to be only a tem- 


porary 
arrangement, 
and not to be 


taken as an indication of the British 
government's trade policy on motor ve- 
hicles after September 1.

HOLY CITY TURNED 
OVER BY A YANKEE 


He Happened To Be On the 


Spot When Spokesman 
Was Needed and Grace- 
fully Surrendered City 
To English. 


New Wilmington', Pa., Aug. 20.—The 


city of Jerusalem was really surrea 
tiered to the British by a Yankee pho 
tographer, acting for the Arab mayor, 
according to un account Of the affair 
told by Captain Wenda.ll Cleland, a for- 
mer resident of New Wilmington, who 
recently returned from Kgypt where he 
had served as a Red Cross worker. 


After weeks of bombardment, Captain 


Cleland said, the Turks had decided to 
surrender. The mayor hitched a sorry 
looking team of donkeys to a carriage, 
raised the white flag and started out 
of the city gates to find the British. On 
the way he encountered the American 
photographer and asked him to ride 
with -him. 
Followed by many of the 


city's people, the procession continued 
until two British soldiers halted them, 
whereupon the American informed the 
"Tommies" that he had the honor of 
surrendering the keys of the city to 
the British government and asked the 
sentry to lead the way to the British 
general's camp. 


The nearest British general rode into 


the city and posted a notice that it was 
under the protection of the British gov- 
ernment. Two days later General Al- 
lenby rode triumphantly into Jerusalem 
and the news of the 
surrender was 


given to the world.

Vi'tnber by a margin of approximately 
".".OHO votes, and is the largest state to 
havt> voted for prohibition before na- 
tional prohibition became effective. At 
this time. Ohio promises to be the only 


r state that will again vote upon 


prohibition this fall. 


Both wets and drys are said to be 


concentrating their forces in Ohio for 
the coming fight which, it is intimated 
\\ ill have a powerful effect upon the 


c.imp.iisn as it will affect federal 


prohibition. 
Should the wets win a 


sweeping -victory in Ohio this fall, it is 
pointed out that they can po to the 
voters of the country next year ajid. 
by showing that the biggest prohibition 
tate has reversed 
on the 
question. 


ur.ee the election of a wet congress and 
the repeal of federal prohibition. Should 
the state again vote dry. it is pointed 
out that the prohibition forces can use 
the fact as an argument for the elec- 
tion of a dry congress and the continu- 
ities of national prohibition.

will be submitted to Ohio voters No- 
vember 4th:

The vote on 
state-wide prohibition 


will be on a constitutional amendment 
repealing that section of the Ohio con- 
stitution inserted last fall providing for 
state-wide prohibition. The proposed 
imendrrfent 
would 
re-establish 
the 


icense system. 
The proposal to per- 


nit the manufacture of 2.75 percent 
beer also is in the form of a constitu- 
ional amendment. Both were initiated 
iy the Ohio Home Rule association. The 
vote on the action of the legislature in 
ratifying national prohibition will be a 
straight referendum, as will the action 
:>n the Crabbe bills. Both referendum^ 
vere called by the wets. 


Should 
the amendment 
repealing 


state-wide prohibition be adopted, 
the 


sale of intoxicating liquors 
in 
Ohio 


could not be resumed as long as na- 
tional prohibition is in effect. 
A favor- 


able vote on the proposal for the man- 
ufacture of 2.75 percent beer would per- 
mit the immediate manufacture and 
sale of beer with that percent alcohol 
unless congress before then specifies 
by la,w a beer with a lower percent of 
alcohol as intoxicating. If this amend- 
ment is adopted and if congress speci- 
fies a lower percent of alcohol makes 
beer intoxicating, it is said that the 
courts will be asked to decide whether 
the states or congress has authority to 
fix the standard. 


This amendment specifies that beer 


with 2.75 percent alcohol or less is non- 
intoxicating, and can be manufactured 
and sold as a soft 
drink. The drys 


claim that adoption of this amendment 
would permit beer saloons to reopen 
throughout the state in both former 
\vet and dry territory. They also con 
tend that under such 
conditions, no 


luiuor tax could be collected and that 
beer saloons could not be regulated. 


The referendum on the action of the 


Ohio legislature in ratifying national 
prohibition last winter is causing con- 
siderable discussion, and the effect of a 
favorable vote is being warmly debated. 
The federal constitution provides that 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendments 


must be submitted to the various states 
^>y congress and that such amendments 
shall become effective when the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the states 
ratify. The wets hold that where states 
have the initiative and referendum, as 
in Ohio, the action of the legislature in 
such instances is subject to a referen- 
dum. The drys contend that such is 
not the case and that the action of the 
legislature is binding upon the state. 
Conflicting decisions on this question 
have been made in seier.il states and 
will be carried to the t'nited States su- 
preme court for a final derision, it is 
said. I'mler the Ohio constitution, the 
Crabbe bills are subject to a refendum. 
as are all other laws passed 
by 
the 


legislature without <-m«-rg<-n<-v <-':ni«t<>«:.

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FIRST MISSIONARIES 


TO HAWAII SHOCKED 


BY NAKED NATIVE 


Episcopal Teachers Were 


Greeted In 1820 By Nak- 
ed King and Five Naked 
Wives Island Now Civ- 


Brides clad in little but smiles, carry- 
ng their trousseau under their arms as 
:hey walked to church to be wed, were 
tot uncommon sights in Hawaii before 
the missionaries imparted the more con- 
ventional ideas of dressing, according 
:o records submitted to the directors of 
;he nation-wide campaign of the Episco- 
pal church. The Hawaiian* now follow 
American styles in clothes and eagerly 
adopt all phases of civilization. Because 
of Hawaii's wonderful progress along 
various lines she is regarded as an es- 
jecially fruitful field .for the work of the 
lation-wide campaign to extend 
the 


Episcopal church's activities—missions, 
•eligious education and social service. 


It is on record that while the mis- 
sionary at Kohala, Hawaii, was per- 
forming the marriage ceremony for six 
couples one day, one of the brides failed 
to appear. In answer to the mission- 
ary's inquiry as to her whereabouts, the 
Bridegroom replied without embarrass 
ment: 
"Oh, she's at the door putting on her 


dress1." 
Native Hawaiians wore 
very 
few! 


clothes,—sometimes none at all, when 
the first missionaries arrived in the 
islands. 
Marriage was not a rite. A 
man could have many wives and a wo- 
man many husbands. -According to na- 
tive etiquette is was woman's privilege 
to propose marriage. One fine-looking 
Hawaiian when askecl why he had not 
married said no girl had asked him. 


Native Hawaiians are now practically 


all Christians. However, the Japanese 
now outnumber the native Hawaiians 
and the Buddhist worship is gaining 
ground rapidly, despite the heroic work 
of the Christian missionaries. One re- 
sult of the nation-wide campaign of the 
Episcopal church now in progress in 
America to mobilize the full strength of 
the church to help solve the world's de- 
mand for Christian enlightenment, will 
be more schools and 
missions, 
more 
teachers and missionaries in Hawaii to 
maintain the natives in their new faith 
and to instruct the Japanese, Chinese, 
Koreans and other foreigners in the 
Christian religion. 
The rapidity with which Hawaii be- 
came civilized is sketched by Richard 
Henry Dana, Jr., who in 1859—39 years 
after the coming of the first mission- 
aries, wrote 
that 
the 
missionaries 


"found these people half-naked savages, 
living on the sand, eating raw 
fish, 


fighting among themselves, tyrannized 
over by feudal chiefs and abandoned to 
sensuality,' whereas, when this was 
written "we see them decently clothed, 
recognizing the law of marriage, know- 
ing something of accounts, 
going to 


school and public worship with more 
regularity than people at home, and the 
more elevated of them taking part in 
conducting the affairs of constitutional 


ovcrnment." 
A long advance from the day King 


LihoUho shocked the women of the 
first missionary party landed at Kailua 
Bay. The king accompanied by his five 
wives, all of 
them without a stitch, 


made a ceremonial call. It was hinted 
to him that a more dressy appearance 
would bs welcome. 
Next day he re- 


turned in an elaborate costume consist- 
ing of silk stockings and a cocked hat;

of the needed changes in our regular 
army. According to Miller, the system 
now in \otjue at West Point originated 
in the German army. It tends to pro 
duce cads, and in no way fits the needs 
of the nation's present military life 
especially as the government is trying 
to enlist men of a larger mental ant 
higher social standing than before the 
world war. He contends that America 
will need a larger army and one made 
up of u broader suaged personnel than 
! before. 
This wiil necessitate more de 


mocracy on the part of officers. 
anc! 


with the training given at West Point 
backed up with army regulations, this 
is well nigh impossible, Miller said. In 
the French army nothing prevents an 
officer from eating with his men. while 
in the American army, officers were 
courtmartialed for eating with enlisted 
men while off duty. 


Major Miller says 
the day the ar- 


mistice was signed was characterized 
as "ground-hos? day," because of the 
large forward 
mo\einent of army in- 


spectors who prior to that time had 
stayed discreetly in the rear; that where 
blame was to be placed it was given to 
national guard officers, regirdless of 
their meritorious performances.

culcation of democratic principles at 
West Point, to the end that our future 


I army officers will realize they are of 
the sam£ clay as their enlisted men.
